FOR  THE  YEAR  1951. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Menai  Bridge  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1951. 


The  first  part  of  the  report  deals  with  the  General 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District,*  As  is  customary,  I 
have  calculated  and  set  out  the  various  "rates"  based  on  the 
Registrar  General’s  returns.  As  I mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report,  these  rates  should  be  interpreted  with  reserve  as 
they  are  based  on  a relatively  small  population.  The  rates 
for  England  2c  Wales  are  usually  quoted  as  a comparison 
standard  and  I have  also  included,  as  a matter  of  interest, 
some  of  the  rates  for  Wales  2s  Monmouthshire,  Scotland,  and 
Northern  Ireland.  These  rates  are  provisional  figures 
based  on  the  quarterly  returns. 

The  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  has  been  mainly  compiled  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.J.  Pritchard, 

Encouraging  progress  with  the  building  of  council 
houses  was  made  during  the  year.  In  April,  1951 » the  building 
of  a new  housing  estate  was  begun.  This  comprises  24  three- 
bedroom  houses,  2 four-bedroom  houses  and  10  flats.  Included 
in  the  estate  are  also  a butcher’s  shop  and  a general  stores. 

Io  is  expected  that  the  whole  estate  will  be  comoleted  by 
January  1955.  L 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  formed  the  bulk  of  the 
notifiable  diseases  which  occurred  during  the  year.  Most 
of  the  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  spring  and 
most  of  the  Whooping  Cough  cases  in  the  late  summer.  These 
diseases  were  generally  prevalent  in  Anglesey  at  these  times. 
One  whooping  cough  death  occurred  during  September.  The 
victim  was  a two  months  old  child. 


. Towards  the  end  of  December  1950  an  unusually 
severe  epidemic  of  influenza  spread  into  Anglesey  from  the 
mainland.  The  original  focus  of  this  epidemic  seems  to 
have  been  in  Scandinavia.  It  first  appeared  in  the  British 
Isles  m Aberdeen,  the  Shetlands,  Tyneside  and  East  Anglia, 
his  was^ about  the  middle  of  December  1950,  Shortly  afterwards 
a more  vicious  form  of  the  disease  appeared  in  Merseyside  and' 
from  there  the  epidemic  quickly  spread  to  North  Woles.  By 
this  time  the  original  epidemic  fool  hr: a ext<  n<U*d  to  most 
parts  ol  the  British  Isles.  Influenza  is  not  a notifiable 
disease  and  so  exact  figures  are  not  available  but  it  will  be 
remembered  that  a big  proportion  of  the  people  of  Menai  Bridve 
were  affected  by  the  disease.  ' b

Water  Supply . 

This  is  obtained  from  surface  springs  between  Four 
Crosses. and  Menai  Bridge,  The  water  passes  to  a covered  service 
reservoir  of  180  thousand  gallons  capacity  and  to  an  uncovered 
storage  reservoir  of  3%  million  gallons  capacity.  Treatment  is 
by  slow  sand  filtration  and  chlcr.». nation • Consumption  is  in  excess 
of  the  yield  of  the  springs  and  on  occasion  a supplementary  supply 
has  to  be  used.  This  is  obtained  from  Bangor  Corporation  through 
a 5-inch  pipe  over  the  Suspension  Bridge. 
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WetiQT?  Supply  (continued). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  for  connection  of  th^ 
town  to  the  County  Council  water  supply  was  far  advanced  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  (in  Oct.  1952)  the  town  is  supplied  from  the 
County  Council's  reservoir. 

A few  houses  in  the  town  receive  their  supplies  from 
shallow  wells.  Pour  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from 
these  during  the  year;  5' were  reported  as  "Highly  Satisfactory" 
and  one  as  "Satisfactory". 

Two  samples  of  the  treated  reservoir  water  were  reported 
os  "Highly  /Satisfactory^ 


Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Almost  all  the  town  is  sewered  and  the  sewage  is 
discharged  into  the  Menai  Straits  below  the  low  water  mark  of 
ordinary  tides. 

A 200  yards  extension  of  an  existing  sewer  was  constructed 
to  serve  a new  housing  estate.  Existing  sewers  from  Mount  Street 
to  Well  Street  wore  renewed  (extent,  approximately  250  yards). 

Refuse  Disposal . 

Disposal  takes  place  on  the  Council's  refuse  tip  on 
Castellior  Farm.  Old  quarry  depressionsin  the  field  are  being 
levelled  by  the  tipping.

B.G.G.  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest

negative contacts  of  known  cases.  During . 1951  three  such 
vaccinations  were  egrried  out  in  the  District .
